LONDON — (Associated Press) — 


Italy's action in bombarding and occu- 
pyine Corfu in contravention of the 
neutrality of the island guaranteed in 
perpetuity by the treaty of 1864, in 
which Great Britain ceded Corfu to 
Greece, is considered in military and 
diplomatic quarters in London as tan- 
tamount to a declaration of war 
against Greece and as constituting a 
flagrant violation of international law.

The police station and school on the 


island of Corfu were bombarded by 
the Italian fleet yesterday and a con- 
tingent of occupying troops vas land- 
ed. The station was destroyed by 
flames. A direct dispatch from Corfu 
last night said that 15 civilians were 
killed and many wounded in the bom- 
bardment.
